The tw o-dav school will be held 
in tlx 1 assembly room of the court 
house. Ap p rox imately three hundred 
farm ers were reached 
during 
the 
school last v ear and they all recog- 
nized it 
to be 
of 
p ractical 
and 
worth-while v alue. It was the un­ 
animous op inion of those attending 
the second day 
th at 
the 
school 
should be rep eated in 19 27. A detail­ 
ed p rogram will be announced nex t 
week. 
Mr. Schwab’s feeding dem onstra­ 
tions are ex p ected to 
be of 
great 
v alue inasmuch as liv estock p roduc­ 
tion in Indiana is constantly becom­ 
ing more costly . About three-four­ 
ths of the cost of growing hogs for 
m arket is feed costs, 
it is p ointed 
out, and any imp rov ement in feeding 
methods or 
imp rov ed 
feeds 
that 
will p roduce rap id gains and a t the 
same time reduce the cost of gains 
will be p ractical information of im­ 
measurable v alue to the hog grower. 
Mr. Schwab will dem onstrate the 
amount of feeds required to p ro ­ 
duce one p ound of gain 
in feeding 
hogs sev eral different rations. 
The 
information to be giv en comes from 
actual feed lot trials, cov ering many 
y ears of ex p erience with hundreds 
of hogs. 
The ex aminations by Dr. 
W ick­ 
wire will be full of interest to the 
hog,growers. The life cy cle of 
the 
common round worm 
will be 
ex ­ 
p lained as well as a p ractical p lan 
of p rev enting its damages to p igs. 
All hog lots 
seem 
to be 
infested 
with eggs of these worms, and ev ery 
one interested in hq(gs should 
not 
fail to attend this school to get first 
hand information on this im p ortant 
subject, it was declared at the coun­ 
ty agent’s office.

liog school, which will be held at the 
court house Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, February 16 and 17, it was an- 
nounced today at the county agent's 
office. 


The speakers will.be J. W. Schwab 


f Purdue university and Dr. G. N. 
Wickwire, an 
experienced federal 


veterinarian. Mr. Schwab will i-on- 
duct feeding demonstrations and 
l»r. AVickwire will conduct post mor- 
tem examinations of several unthrif- 
ty pig's lo show the actual cause ol' 
their failure to 
develop 
as 
they 


should. 


The two-day school will be held 


in the assembly room of the i-ourjr- 
!iousc. Approximately three hundred 
farmers 'were reached 
during 
the 


school last year and they all recog- 
nized it 
to be 
of 
practical and 


worth-while value. It was the un- 
animous opinion of those attending 
the second day that the school 
should be repeated in 1927. A detail- 
ed program will 'be announced next 
week. 


Mr. Sfhwab's feeding demonstra- 


tions are expected to be of great 
value inasmuch as livestock produc- 
tion in Indiana is constantly becom- 
ing more costly. About three-four- 
ths of the cost of growing hogs for 
market is feed costs, it is pointed 
out, and any improvement in feeding 
methods or 
improved feeds that' 


will produce rapid gains and at the 
same time reduce the cost of gains 
ivill foe practical information of im- 
measurable value to the hog grower. 


Mr. Schwab will demonstrate the 


amount of feeds required to pro- 
duce one pound of gain in feeding 
hogs several different rations. The 
information^ to be given comes from 
actual feed lot trials, -covering many 
years of experience with hundreds 
of hogs. 


The examinations by Dr. Wick- 


mire will be full of interest to t£e 
hog, growers. The life cycle of the 
•common round worm will be 
ex- 


plained as well as a (practical plan 
of preventing its damages to pigs. 
All hog lots seem to be infested 
with eggs of these worms, and every 
one interested in hqjgs should not 
fail to attend this school to get first 
hand informjation on this important 
subject, it was declared at tKc coun- 
ty agent's office.

Li-general the rules for the com-

res. In case a boy lias been in the 
club prior to 1927, he 'has the privi- 
lege of planting his plot- with seed 
selected from his. last years plot.
